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INTRODUCTION 
THE COLONIAL COINAGE OF CEYLON 


With the arrival of independence and the name change of this mystical island from Ceylon to Sri 
Lanka in recent times, a gentle end was brought to a wonderful colonial coinage series that spanned 
about three hundred years from the Portuguese to the Dutch and finally to the British issues. The 
stature of the great series of Ceylon coinage was further enhanced by being free of modern 
commercial issues and non-circulating nonsense issues, which plague so many other series. 


Ceylon "has it all", and is certainly the favourite area of my collection. For the time span involved, the 
actual number of issues for Colonial Ceylon is not enormous and is certainly containable from a 
collector's viewpoint. There is enough variety of issues and beauty of design to challenge and appeal 
to any coin collector. The locally struck "dump" and counterstamped issues have a unique charm all 
of their own and are a great series in their own right. The tidy date series is accompanied by lovely 
proofs, 1892 being the only year possible to assemble a full, complete proof set of all denominations 
from the copper 4 cent up through the silver 50 cents. An 1892 complete proof set is included in the 
collection (lot 216). 


Dump issues and regular coinage, plus the counterstamped issues, are further enriched by a small but 
gorgeous group of patterns struck for Ceylon (all known patterns are represented), a challenging 
series of tokens, reflecting the importance of coffee to Ceylon and, generally, a nice selection of 
medals. 


This comprehensive collection of colonial Dutch and British Ceylon coinage is believed to be the finest 
and most complete assemblage extant, either private or public, and includes pedigrees from the most 
notable collections auctioned in this field over the past one hundred years.

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FOREWORD 


The R. J. Ford Collection of Coins of Ceylon comprises coins of the Dutch and British periods 1658- 
1795-1972, together with a comprehensive series of Tokens, and various Medals relating to Ceylon, 
and, to quote the owner's comments in the Introduction, is believed to be the finest and most complete 
extant, either private or public. 
As might be expected the quality of the coins is high, especially for the comprehensive series of 
"dumps", the Dutch issues in copper (and tin and lead) of various mints, and the British issues, 1802- 
1815, in silver and copper. 
The many rarities include:- 
A gold ducat of Utrecht, 1684, countermarked B for Batavia, found in Ceylon, probably 
unique. 


Persian silver coins countermarked for Java, VOC and Colombo. 


A gold ducat of Utrecht, 1691, and an Ottoman gold sultani, countermarked for 
Colombo, both perhaps unique. 


Colombo rupees of 1784 (both dies) and 1787. 

Chinese cash countermarked for Colombo. 

Unique tin double stiver, 1783, struck at Jaffna. 

Patterns - all those listed by Pridmore, including the Two and One Rix Dollar of 1812. 

More than 90 Proofs, including 8 struck in GOLD, and the copper 5 cents, 1904. 

A comprehensive run of Tokens. 
Where known provenances are given in the catalogue, but some of the most important pieces were 
undoubtedly from the collection of Nadir Batuvantudave of Colombo.
